THE INDIANS SIGN. 


Iron Nation M akes a D ram atic Speech 
lie fore Signing. 
L ow er B r u le A gency (Dak.), July 3d.— 
In this m orning’s council, Iron Nation 
said he was head chief and leader of the 
tribe, and that he should sign the bill and 
his people would follow. 
But he would 
like to have the Commissioners read the 
bill again, so that all could understand it. 
This was done. General Crook then said, 
now that they were all willing to sign, 
they had better sign this afternoon, as to­ 
morrow was the Fourth of July. The fact 
that the Indians at Lower Brnle have 
signed would be telegraphed all over the 
country, he said, and their friends would 
hear tlie news and be pleased. 
A lter a few questions bad been asked re­ 
garding the bill, Iron Nation then arose 
and addressed General Crook. 
H e said : 
“ Three Stars, I am going to sign because 
you tell me this is a good bill, but before I 
do so I w ant you to promise to be a good 
friend to the Indians here. 
W e want to 
rem ain on W hite river, and wish you to 
tell the Great F ather that Left H and T hun­ 
der endeavored to check the movement, 
but was unsuccessful.” 
Iron Nation signed first and was followed 
in order of rank'bv other chiefs. The con­ 
version of Iron Nation, Little Pheasant, 
Dead Band, and the other leaders of last 
year’s opposition was a trium ph hardly 
equalled in the record of Indian nations, 
and for which the Commissioners deserve 
great credit. 
Yesterday afternoon General Crook, at 
the request of the chie s, had a private 
talk with them and at this conference the 
programme, which had been successfully 
carried out to-day was agreed upon. The 
Indians are signing as rapidly as possible. 


is to dom inate the French in Canada, as he 
should do—not to leave it.

NO EXTENSIVE MANEUVERS. 


The W ar D epartm ent Cannot Approve 
Governor M iles’ Plan. 


W a s h i n g t o n , July 3d.—General Miles’ 
plan for the sum m er m aneuvers of the 
troops of the Division of the Pacific has 
been returned to him with the request 
that he modify and simplify it so as to re­ 
duce expenses. 
General Miles' idea, if carried out, would 
have absorbed about all the money availa­ 
ble for these m aneuvers for the whole 
arm y. 
H e proposed to mass the troops of 
the Division at a point near Sacramento 
and bring the regiments which were to 
exchange stations together, and then let 
them go on to their new respective stations. 
Unfortunately the W ar D epartm ent has 
determined to m ake no exchange of regi­ 
m ents in the Pacific Division this year, and | 
while approving in every -detail Miles’ ¡ 
plan, was forced on the score of expense j 
to ask him to modify it. The W ar Depart­ 
m ent has a little money left over each year, 
and it secures the am ount necessary for the 
sum m er maneuvers by directing them be­ 
fore the close of the fiscal yearj thus pre­ 
venting the necessity of turning the sur­ 
plus back into the Treasury. As it had , 
but a small surplus for the* fiscal year of 
1.8S9 the m aneuvers had to be restricted to ! 
that sum . The result is that regiments 
will be compelled to operate in close proxi­ 
m ity to their respective posts.

It is Flooded Again and More D am age 
Done. 


J o h n s t o w n (Pa.), July 3d.—The heavy 
rains yesterday and last night fiooded out 
five families in Cambria City. The water 
came pouring down the m ountain last 
night and filled the first floors of houses, 
destroying all the furniture saved from the 
fiood. 
There was great alarm among the people 
over the condition of the Conematjgh river. 
The water rose five feet this morning in 
two hours, and carried away a foot-bridge 
above the Pennsylvania road station. There 
is danger of the tem porary bridge erected 
by the company going out. Cars were run 
out on the bridge to save it. 
At 10 o'clock 
this m orning an abutm ent began to sink. 
The tem porary bridge erected at the lower 
end of Gautier is alm ost a total wreck. 
Orders were given at General H astings’ 
headquarters at 10 o’clock to get everything 
in shape for quick removal, as the tents 
would be washed away. 
At half-past 11 it 
was thought all the danger was passed, 
when a fresh storm broke over the valley, 
the rain coming down in torrents. 
The 
people fear the Conemaugh will yet sween 
over its banks and fiood the town. 


CUTTING KATES. 


The I nion l'arific M eets the Chicago anil 
A lton’s K eJuetion. 
D enver, July 3d.—E. S. Lomsx, General 
Passenger Agent of the Union Pacific, this 
morning notified the Union Pacific and 
Denver and Rio Grande Denver offices of 
notification having been received from the 
Chicago and Alton road relative to the rate 
of $26 from Denver. 
The Chicago and 
Alton road agrees to accept $7 S5 as its share 
of all receipts on tickets sold on their line. 
Mr. Lomax declares that the Union Pacific 
will meet the cut, and that it will go into 
effect Monday, July 1st. He urges a sim ilar 
rate from Colorado Springs and Pueblo on 
all tickets sold via the Rock Island and 
Alton roads. Chief Clerk W adleigh of the 
Rio Grande stated to a reporter that the 
situation has as yet not been discussed, but 
that all Eastern roads would doubtless 
m ake a $26 rate to Chicago. The A lton’s 
latest action makes the fare from Chicago 
to Denver, or vice versa, $26—a reduction 
of $4 65. 


FRENCH-CANADIANS. 


A Dummy Convention at Sioux Falls— 
The ltism urck Conference. 
Sioux F a l l s (South Dakota), Ju ly 3d.— 
Many of the delegates to the South Dakota 
Constitutional Convention 
are arriving. 
The people by voting to adopt the Sioux 
Fails Constitution have left but little for 
them . The Convention will be dull and 
will probably keep in session doing not 
m uch, if anything, tor three weeks or 
more, and using up Uncle Sam’s $20,006. 
Then after its committee to divide the Terri­ 
tory’s money and valuables gets back from 
the Bism arck Conference, the Convention 
will adjourn. 


TH E BISMARCK CONFERENCE. 


B is m a r c k (Dak ). July 3d.—To-morrow 
the Constitutional Convention for the new 
State, North Dakota, will assemble in this 
city, and already a large num ber of dele­ 
gates are on hand. 
According to agree­ 
m ent ilie Republicans of the Territory, 
who are in the majority, have allowed the 
Democrats to have one-third of the dele­ 
gates to this Convention, and there will be 
a strong effort to keep up a m inority repre­ 
sentation idea in the New Constitution. 
W hile m uch attention is being paid to the 
elections by individuals, as a means of 
stepping into some of the official positions 
of the new State Government, the subject 
m atter of the new organic law is not by 
anv means being overlooked. 
The Farm ers’ Allianceorganization, hav­ 
ing a large mem bership and being very 
powerful politically, has enunciated plat­ 
form principles, which they wish to place 
in the Constitution, and they have a suffi­ 
cient membership in the Convention and 
enough power in the State to m ake their 
demands of great weight. 
Among planks 
in their platform are the following: Gov­ 
ernm ent control of railroad and all puhlic 
necessities; prohibition of liquor traffic; 
election of United States Senators by a 
popular vote; courts of arbitration; aboli­ 
tion of the contract system of public works; 
self-sustaining criminals; woman suffrage; 
few appointive and m any elective offices, 
and the Australian system of voting. All 
these principles cannot be expected to ob­ 
tain place in the new Constitution, but 
m any of them wifi m ake a hard fight for 
position. 
The quesfious of prohibition, women’s 
suffrage, Australian 
ballot system, and 
m inority representation, will come in fo ra 
good share of attention, and there has al­ 
ready been a good deal of strong argum ent 
in favor ot one legislative body. The Aus­ 
tralian ballot system, with some modifica­ 
tions. together with one or two of the prin­ 
ciples mentioned, will undoubtedly appear 
in the new document. The Constitution 
already adopted for the new State of South 
Dakota is well thought ot here.

B ut Fear of a D isastrous Drought in 
W estern M ontana. 
H elena, July 3d.—Reports from all sec­ 
tions of Montana show that the wool clip 
this season wifi be the largest and best ever 
produced in the Territory. 
Many buyers 
from Eastern houses have been in the Ter­ 
ritory for over a m onth, and competition 
am ong them for the clip is verv spirited, 
prices being from three to five cents higher 
than at the sam e tim e last year. 
A m ong farmers and cattle-growers, how ­ 
ever, the outlook is not so bright. 
From 
m any reports and 
conversations heard 
am ong visitors from all over Southern and 
W estern Montana, it is evident that the 
prospects for the fali and winter in these 
sections are anything but encouraging. 
The trouble is that nearly all the creeks are 
dry which heretofore hare run full up to 
the latter part of September and October ; 
the crops are dwarfed and som e burnt, and 
the hay crop is exceedingly poor. 
Old- 
timers are astonished at the condition of 
things, and w hile they say but little, see a 
gloom y season ahead. 
On the other band, reports from Eastern 
Montana are encouraging, especially in 
Y'ellowstone, Custer, Fergus and the lower 
part of Dawson counties, where abundant 
rains have fallen during the spring and 


sum m er. The ranges in Northern Mon­ 
tana are also reported to be short of grass. 
In Missoula county the lack of rain has 
affected placer m ining, and the miners 
have already started to clean up. whereas 
this work has never heretofore been done 
until September. The result is, the gold 
yield from the placers will fall short this 
year. 
Forest fires are also quite frequent, and 
millions of feet of lum ber have already 
been destroyed 
Many H elena merchants, knowing that 
hay will reach a high figure next winter, 
have agents in the field buying up the 
product.

DAVITT’S LOYALTY TO IRELAND. 


Hi- Advocates tin* I 
of Force to StM-tirc 
H«*r Frcpilttiii. 


L o n d o n , Ju n e 3d.—Davitt continued his 
testimony before the Parnell Commission 
to-day. 
He stated that he would not ob­ 
ject to joining any movement to secure the 
independence of Ireland, if such move­ 
ment were backed by a force strom; enough 
to justify the hope of success. 
Davitt said that he did not approve of 
the Clerkenwell explosion. H e regretted 
the attack upon the prison van in which 
the brave policeman was killed, but ap­ 
plauded the men who made the attack lor 
trying to save their friends. 
W hile in 
prison he concluded that the movements 
by secret societies would do good, and 
when released he held a conference with 
the leader of the Irish Republican Brother­ 
hood in Paris, regarding the advisability of 
an open movement. 
Mott Harris, one ot 
those whom he conferred with, had given 
permission for his name to be divulged, 
but at present the witness could not di­ 
vulge the nam es of other Irish Republican 
Brotherhood leaders without their perm is­ 
sion. 
Chief Justice H annen said that Attorney- 
General W ebster was entitled to press the 
question as to w hat others were present, 
but could wait until the end of the exam ­ 
ination to do so. 
The witness further said that he failed to 
win the Irish Republican 
Brotherhood 
leaders to approve of the adoption of an 
open m ovem ent, w ith the exception of 
H arris. 
H e intended to m ake the land question 
tlie stepping stone to the independence of 
Ireland, treating the landlords as an Eng­ 
lish garrison. 
The League’s land pro­ 
gramme. the witness said, had now be­ 
come the programme of the Tory Govern­ 
m ent. 
[Laughter.] 
Davitt refused to say w hether or not 
Jam es O’Kelly, a mem ber of the House, 
had been engaged to distribute fire-arms, 
and declared that he did not know whether 
the Trustees of the Skirm ishing Fund— 
I)rs. Carroll and Dreslin, Luby, Devoy, 
Burke and Rosit—belonged to the Clan-nii- 
Gael. There ¡3 a hue and cry against the 
Clan-na-Gael in America for political pur­ 
poses. 
The witness declared he must be 
care tul of w hat he said, but he would say 
they are all extrem e Nationalists. 
Davitt said: 
“Parnell and I differ be­ 
cause Parnell is opposed to a complete sep­ 
aration; but if be got his measure through 
1 would loyally support it. 
If he was sue 
cesst'ul, the demand for separation would 
eventually die.'1 
“ The League was founded,” continued 
Davitt, “ as the People’s League. 
It then 
got into the hands of politicians.” 
W itness disapproved of the appeal to the 
Americans to support the Nationalist fund. 
H e never approved of the skirm ishing 
fund. 
W hile he was correspondent of the Irish 
World he used the expression “ Spread the 
light,” meaning simply to circulate the 
paper. W itness disapproved of m uch that 
that mail signing him self “ Transatlantic” 
wrote. 
Parnell entered the Court room while 
D avitt was testifying aud rem ained until 
the session closed.

DERVISHES DEFEATED. 


Five IIm ulred A re Slain in an E ngage­ 
m ent W ith Egyptians. 


C a ir o , July 3d.—An engagement has 
taken place at Orquin, between a force of 
Egyptian troops, under command of Col­ 
onel W oderhouse, and a body of Dervishes. 
The Dervishes were defeated and fled. 
Loss, 500 killed ar.d wounded. Seventy 
Egyptians were killed and wounded. Two 
English officers were wounded. Colonel 
Woderhouse is pursuing the Dervishes. 
The Dervishes attem pted to effect a lodge­ 
m ent ou the river bank. Colonel Woder- 
hotise im m ediately advanced and attacked 
them with a field force. The Dervishes 
made a stubborn resistance, but were finally 
forced to retire, fighting as they went. 
They were driven northward seven miles. 
Every foot of the ground was hotly con­ 
tested. Two guns belonging to the enemy 
were captured by the British. It is ex­ 
pected that further fighting will occur 
shortly.

REBUILDING NAPLES. 


A Prodigious U ndertaking That is W ith­ 
out P arallel. 
L ondon, July 3d.—The city of Naples, in 
Italy, began house-cleaning yesterday on a 
scale never before paralleled" in the history 
of municipalities in any part of the globe. 
The plans contemplate the demolition of 
17,000 houses and 62 churches in the most 
thickly settled and most squalid parts of 
the city, where narrow sheets filled with 
perennial filth breed pestilence and death. 
It is proposed to erect instead well-built 
houses and to lay out fine, broad streets 
that will let in air and sunshine to the in­ 
habitants. Naples is the most thickly pop­ 
ulated city in Europe, and the quarter to 
be thus renovated contains now a popula­ 
tion of 108,000, or 600 to the acre. 
It is 
proposed to reduce this population just 
one-half. 
All people now residing in these 
slum s have received notice to quit, and 
when the work has been completed the 
new buildings wifi liave an entirely new 
set of occupants. 
A new street a mile and a half long and 
ninety feet wide, twice the width of anv 
existing street in Naples, is to be run 
through the district, now ¡emporarily de­ 
populated. The cost of this immense im ­ 
provem ent will be enormous, and is to be 
borne largely by tbe Italian Government. 
The work to be done involves the destruc­ 
tion of 144 old streets and the widening of 
127 others, total or partial destruction ot 56 
tondaci or slums and of 527 isolated groups 
of houses. 
The payments which will have to be 
m ade to the owners of houses to be torn 
down for their appraised value, will alone 
am ount to £3,750,000. Add to this the cost 
of the work of demolition of the new 
streets and squares to be laid out, and it 
will be seen that this is the most expensive 
piece of housecleaning ever undertaken. 
Although the public inauguration of this 
great enterprise took place oyer a week

THE GREAT MONTANA CCLT. 


An Intorosting 
Tradition A m ong 
tlie 
Spokane Indians. 
Speaking of Spokane rem inds m e: 
W e 
do not, as a rule, pronounce tbe horse’s 
nam e correctly. There is no use in dis­ 
torting the nam e of the Montana colt 
because he beat Proctor Knott. Tue nam e 
of the great M ontana colt is pronounced 
S-p-o-k-a-n. 
He is named after a tribe of 
Indians in W ashington Territory, now al­ 
most extinct, after whom was named Spo­ 
kane river, at the cascades of which is 
situated the thriving metropolis of the val­ 
ley of he Columbia, Spokane Falls. 
Now to delve into history and romance. 
On the banks of the Spokane river, a lew 
miles above Spokane Falls, is what is 
known as W right's bone-yard. 
It was 
there that Colonel W right, some forty 
years ago, concluded the campaign against 
the Spok&n s, the Calispels. the Co ur 
d ’Alenes and San Pouelle Indians, and 
taught the red men ia the great Columbia 
basin that (he Caucasian rae» would rule. 
There the Colonel fought a battle and cap­ 
tured m any ihonsamt head of beautiful, 
sleek, bunch-grass horses that the Indians 
had driven w uh them in their retreat from 
the lower country. 
W hen the red m en 
saw they were whipped, each mounted a 
fleet horse and fled, calling back to Colonel 
W right that be could have the: 
ither 
horses; that the white men were horse 
thieves, anyway, rather 
than 
s. Idlers. 
Colonel W right taught them better, tor the 
next ciav he surrounded and shut every 
uorse the Indians had left. 
There is u tradition among the Spokanes 
to the etiect that in the evening, when the 
plain was covered with the dead bodies of 
their beautiful horses, lying with keen 
limos aud shapely necks extended on the 
ground, the Great Spirit spoke to a wound­ 
ed warrior who was overlooked by :he 
white m an as he lay among tbe heaps of 
slain, and told him all was not lest, but 
that the spirits of the. free horses of the 
bunch-grass hills had blended itself into 
one, and even at the tim e he was speaking 
this spirit horse was snorting and kicking, 
r.e’ghing and holding his head aloft am ong 
the cloud-capped m ountain peaks. 
“One 
day.” said the speaker, “ the spirit horse 
wifi return with the speed, the endurance 
and the pluck of all the horses dead on 
the battle-field. 
He will enter into the 
body of a colt, and that colt wifi be called 
Spokane, anti will go forth to conquer all 
the horses of the earth.”—XcukviUe Ameri­ 
can.

in its progressive march the Republic 
to-day reaches another mile post in its 
history. 
The thought that most promi­ 
nently presents itself, is that having passed 
all our great centennial anniversaries, the 
American people to-day and hereafter for 
another hundred years, must celebrate the 
anniversary of the birth of the Declaration 
of American Independence, without any 
stimulation by those specially notable 
events, the recurrence of the centennial 
anniversaries of which,has so much engaged 
us during the last thirteen years. 
The 
Fourth Day of July of each year is to be 
observed because of the vitalizing charac­ 
ter of the heroic achievements it recalls, 
aud the patriotic impulses and activities 
inseparable from a full appreciation of its 
meaning. 
And it is well that the great 
anniversary is hereafter to stand alone, 
since it will better test the regard of the 
people for the institutions under which 
they live. 
It is observed to-day, and it is 
to be from this time forward, because it is 
the natal day of Republic regardless of 
tiie fact that it may be the one hundredth, 
the one hundred and thirteenth, or the 
one hundred and fiftieth. 
The centen­ 
nial of 1870 added nothing to the luster 
of the national anniversary in real impor­ 
tance, and was distinguished from it in all 
other years only by the fact that it marked 
the attainment of a given age. 
In other 
words, the question should be with na­ 
tions, as with individualsf not liow old are 
we that we may boast, but what are we 
that we should be proud? 
If we take a 
brief retrospect of our national history, we 
will discover that there have been no an­ 
niversaries! distinguishing the completion 
of cycles or long periods of time, and that 
there can never be any rising superior 
in patriotic importance to the nation’s 
birthday on any one of the dates of its 
recurrence. 
Around the celebration of 
that day, whether it be this day, the next, 
or one hundred years hence, cluster the 
memories of heroic deeds, patriotic self­ 
sacrifice and devotion to the cause of hu­ 
man rights, than which there are none 
nobler, greater or more inspiring. 


It is well that the celebration of our 
national day of days takes on so much of 
the military character. 
It is a good thing 
to encourage the young men of the age in 
these displays of arms, and in the bearing 
and art of the soldier. 
We boast of the 
reserve strength of the nation ; of our 
capacity in time of need to put hundreds 
of thousands of men ¡uto the field at the 
first call of the bugle; that our citizen 
soldiery is the nucleus around which the 
nation can rally in arms. 
W hile we be­ 
lieve that a large degree of respect is in­ 
spired for us in other parts because of the 
knowledge that in emergency we can rally 
a splendid citizen force, we also believe 
that we do not enough encourage and fos­ 
ter the spirit, whatever its immediate 
source, that inspires the young men to en­ 
ter the organized militia, and to emulation 
in the study of the art of war in the times of 
|>eace. 
Instead of belittling the National 
tfiiardsraan and decrying the tendency of 
the young manhood of the nation to or­ 
ganize its associations on a semi-military 
basis, and the disposition to give to all our 
public parades a military character, let us 
foster and encourage it. 
It will not have 
a tendency to make us contentious, or to 
rush into conflicts; it will not only serve 
us in the time of need, but will train the 
youth in a manly art and in those discipli­ 
nary methods, and in respect for authority 
so essential to well ordered government, 
and besides, and above all,it will cultivate 
the patriotic spirit and bring home to the 
manhood of the nation the conviction that 
in it is the strength and the guarantee of 
the i>erpetui!y of free institutions.

In this departure the Dominion Parlia­ 
ment testified to its capacity to rise su­ 
perior to the prejudices of custom, and the 
evil of adhering to a practice simply be­ 
cause it is ancient. 
It is absurd that any j 
nation should permit a stranger in its j 
midst to enjoy freedom who is guilty of 1 
an offense, and under judgment for it, for ! 
which one of its own people would suffer ¡ 
imprisonment. 
The very fact that a : 
country can be a refuge for men and t 
women guilty of crimes recognized by the 
country, and that such persons shall be 
protected from arrest and the punishment 
that is their due, lias a tendency to bring 
the laws of that country against such 
crimes into disrepute, and to lead the peo­ 
ple to violate and ignore them. 
Canada 
is to be congratulated that she has been 
able to see wherein her duty lies regard­ 
less of what other nations may do, and of 
their neglect to do.

T h e r e should be every possible dis­ 
couragement to-day of bomb firing. 
It is 
related that not long ago in San Fran­ 
cisco a “ dummy bomb” was cast in the 
path of a lady upon a street of that city. 
She was riveted to the spot with terror, 
and so shocked by the expectation of the 
explosion that she has ever since been a 
hopeless nervous invalid, and is bereft of 
reason. 
The police of San Francisco are 
instructed under the new ordinances of 
the city to prohibit bomb firing and the 
use of the “ double-headers,” and the peo­ 
ple generally hail the regulation with de­ 
light. 
There is an ordinance in this city 
prohibiting the firing of double-headers, 
and it is to be hoped that it will be rigidly 
enforced. 
The law already forbids the 
use in the streets or on any lots within the 
city limits of the bombs referred to, and it 
should hardly be necessary to ask the po­ 
lice to enforce the law. 
The small boy 
and the enthusiastic adult can explode 
their patriotic exuberance with less dan­ 
gerous agencies. 
What 
San Francisco, 
New York and Chicago and nearly all 
Eastern cities have found it necessary to 
prohibit we can afford also to interdict. 
Sacramento should not incur the risk of 
having the fine 
procession of 
to-day 
broken up by augmenting the liability of 
the Fire Department to be called from 
the line, nor should we encourage the risk 
of disastrous runaways by teams by per­ 
mitting the explosion of fireworks of any 
kind along the line of march, or at any 
time in front of horses. 
Some strictness 
in enforcing the law in these respects may 
save the city a great deal of expense, will 
reduce the liability of fires and really 
much contribute to the general enjoyment 
of the celebration. 


To encourage a foreign trade that de­ 
stroys home industries is suicidal. 
Yet 
the policy that lloston proposes regarding 
the Canadian Pacific Railway would work 
the destruction of the American transcon­ 
tinental railroads, upon the prosperity of 
which the development and the resources 
of the middle and the west country are 
dependent.

The following opinions of the Supreme 
Court were filed in the office of Clerk J. S. 
W illiams, of the Sacramento District, on 
yesterday : 
Peregoy and Hyer, defendants and ap­ 
pellants, vs. Jam es Seilick, plaintiff and 
respondent. Before giving the opinion, 
the Supreme Court says : “The record and 
the brief of the appellants in this case bear 
the above title, which, in view of the long- 
settled practice of the Court, not to trans ióse 
the names of the parties when the defend­ 
ant appeals, is confusing, if not positively 
misleading. W e take the occasion to ex­ 
press a hope that we may receive no more 
records or briefs entitled in this way." 
Seilick, the plaintiff, owned lands border­ 
ing on a natural stream in Lassen county. 
He went above his land—on land of the 
Government—put a dam in the stream, 
and, by means of a ditch of sufficient ca­ 
pacity heading above the dam, diverted all 
the water of the stream, which he con­ 
ducted to the high parts of his own land, 
and continued to use this to irrigate crops 
of grass, etc., and for domestic purposes. 
Subsequent to this appropriation by plain­ 
tiff, the defendants 
acquired from the 
Government 
lands 
bordering 
on 
the 
stream above plaintiff's dam, and com­ 
menced directing water from the stream 
by means of ditches for the irrigation of 
their crops. The plaintiff thereupon com­ 
menced this action to quiet his title to the 
full tiow of the stream down to the head of 
his ditch. In his complaint he alleges his 
ownership of the land and appropriation of 
water for beneficial uses. 
The prayer of the com plaint is that de­ 
fendants be required to set forth their 
claim and that plaintiff have judgm ent. 
To this com plaint the defendants inter­ 
posed a general demurrer, which was over­ 
ruled, whereupon they answered, denying 
plaintiff's appropriation and setting up 
their riparian rights rn d use of the water 
diverted by them for irrigation of their 
crops. 
The case was tried by the Court upon 
these issues. Findings, conclusions and 
judgm ent were made and given in favor of 
tne plaintiff, from which the defendant 
appeals. 
The judgm ent is affirmed. 
OF THE SAME SORT. 
B. P. Peregoy, defendant and appellant, 
vs. Jacob McKissick, plaintiff 
and re­ 
spondent. There is the same fault in the 
entitling of this appeal as noticed in the 
above one. It should be entitled McKissick 
vs. Peregoy. This is an appeal from a 
judgm ent enjoining the defendant from in­ 
terfering with a head dam by means of 
which the plaintiff diverts water from a 
stream (the same as referred to in the above 
opinion), which flows in its natural course 
through the defendant’s lands. This head 
dam and connecting ditch were constructed 
by plaintiff on the land now owned by de­ 
fendant while the title thereto rem ained in 
the Government, and they have been used 
to divert the water of the stream to lands 
belonging to the plaintiff. The defendant, 
owning land b riiering on the s'ream be­ 
low plaintiff's dam, and needing the water 
for irrigation, has several times removed 
portions of the dam, so as to cause the 
water to flow down to his own ditche , 
and claims the right to do so. 
Bin 
it is net found 
that plaintiff will be 
actually 
dan aged 
by 
the 
acts done 
and threatened 
by the 
defendant ex­ 
cept 
nom inally. 
It is found that the 
water is useful and necessary for the irriga­ 
tion of plaintiff’s land, aDd that he has di­ 
verted it for that purpose; but it is not found 
that he has ever used it for that purpose, or 
that he has ever raised or attempted to 
raise any sort of crops on his land. 
For 
aught that appears, he has sia.plv turned 
the water out of the stream and allowed it 
to run to waste; and when defendant 
turned it back into its natural channel 
through his land (where he did use it for 
beneficial purposes), it does not appear that 
plaintiff was at all damaged. The findings 
shows he was not damaged. 
Under such 
circumstances a party claiming as an ap- 
propriator has no right to an injunction 
against a riparian proprietor, and the judg­ 
m ent of the lower 
Court is therefore 
erroneous. For the reason above specified 
the judgm ent is reversed and the cause re­ 
manded.

JUNE WEATHER. 


Summary of the Weather Conditions on 
the Coast During June. 
The Signal Service Division of the Pa­ 
cific coast, in its meteorological report for 
the past m onth, says that but one well- 
m arked storm appeared upon the Pacific 
coast in Ju n e ; this was central in W ash­ 
ington Territory on the 27th and 28 h, the 
accompanying rain area extending as far 
south as San Francisco. 
This storm was 
accompanied by high winds off the coast of 
O regm and W ashington Territory. 
Rain fell in Oregon and W ashington 
Territory on the 2ti:h. 27th. 28th and 29th, 
and in Northern California on the 27th! 
Light showers 
occurred in portions of 
Southern California on the 4th. 
The mean tem perature for the month 
was decidedly h'gher than usual, except 
along the coast of California, where the 
departures from the norm al were sm all. 
The rainfall for the m onth was below 
the norm al rainfall for June, except in 
W ashington 
Territory and portions of 
N orthern California, where it was about 
norm al.

T H E DAY. 


In its progressive m arch the Republic 
to-day roaches another mile post in its 
history. 
The thought th at most prom i­ 
nently presents itself, is that having passed 
all our great centennial anniversaries, the 
American people to-day and hereafter for 
another hundred years, m ust celebrate the 
anniversary of the birth of the Declaration 
of American Independence, w ithout any 
stim ulation by those specially notable 
events, the recurrence of the centennial 
anniversaries of which,has so much engaged 
us during the last thirteen years. T he 
Fourth Day of J uly of each year is to he 
observed because of the vitalizing charac­ 
ter of the heroic achievements it recalls, 
and the patriotic impulses and activities 
inseparable from a full appreciation of its 
meaning. 
And it is well th at the great 
anniversary is hereafter to stand alone, 
since it will better test the regard of the 
people for the institutions under which 
they live. 
I t is observed to-day, and it is 
to be from this tim e forward, because it is 
the natal day of Republic regardless of 
the fact th at it may lie the one hundredth, 
th e one hundred and thirteenth, or the 
one hundred and fiftieth. 
The centen­ 
nial of 1870 added nothing to the luster 
of the uational anniversary in real im por­ 
tance, and was distinguished from it in ali 
other years only by the fact that it marked 
the attainm ent of a given age. 
In other 
words, the question should he with na­ 
tions, as with individualsf not how old are 
we th a t we may boast, but w hat are we 
th at we should lie proud ? 
If we take a 
brief retrospect of our national history, we 
will discover th at there have been no an­ 
niversaries distinguishing the completion 
o f cycles or long periods of time, and th at 
there can never be any rising superior 
in patriotic im portance to the nation’s 
birthday on any one of the dates of its 
recurrence. 
Around the celebration of 
that day, w hether it he this day, the next, 
or one hundred years hence, cluster the 
memories of heroic deeds, patriotic self­ 
sacrifice and devotion to the cause of h u ­ 
m an rights, than which there 
nobler, greater or more inspiring. 


It is well that the celebration of our 
national day of days takes on so much of 
the military character. 
It is a good thing 
to encourage the young men of the age in 
these displays of arms, and in the hearing 
and art of the soldier. 
We boast of the 
reserve strength of the nation; of our 
capacity in time of need to put hundreds 
of thousands of men into the field at the 
first call of the bugle; that our citizen 
soldiery is the nucleus around which the 
nation can rally in arms. 
W hile we be­ 
lieve that a large degree of respect is in­ 
spired for us in other parts because of the 
knowledge that in emergency we can rally 
a splendid citizen force, we also believe 
that we do not enough encourage and fos­ 
ter the spirit, whatever its immediate 
source, that inspires the young men to en­ 
ter the organized militia, and to emulation 
in the study of the art of war in the times of 
peace. 
Instead of belittling the National 
< iuurdsman and decrying the tendency of 
the young manhood of the nation to or­ 
ganize its associations on a semi-military 
basis, and the disposition to give to all our 
public parades a military character, let us 
foster and encourage it. 
It will not have 
a tendency to make us contentious, or to 
rush into conflicts; it will not only serve 
us in the time of need, but will train the 
youth in a manly art and in those discipli­ 
nary methods, and in respect for authority 
so essential to well ordered government, 
and besides, and above all, it will cultivate 
the patriotic spirit and bring home to the 
manhood of the nation the conviction that 
in it is the strength and the guarantee of 
the perpetuity of free institutions.

is to be congratulated that she has been 
able to see wherein her duty lies regard­ 
less of what other nations may do, and of 
their neglect to do. 


T h e r e should be every possible dis­ 
couragement to-day of bomb firing.

related that not long ago in San Fran­ 
cisco a “ dummy bomb” was cast in the 
path of a lady upon a street of that city. 
She was riveted to the spot with terror, 
and so shocked by the expectation of the 
explosion that she has ever since been a 
hopeless nervous invalid, and is bereft of 
reason. 
The police of San Francisco are 
instructed under the new ordinances of 
the city to prohibit bomb firing ar.d the 
use of the “ double-headers,” and the peo­ 
ple generally hail the regulation with de­ 
light. 
There is an ordinance in this city 
prohibiting the firing of double-headers, 
and it is to be hoped that it will be rigidly 
enforced. 
The law already forbids the 
use in the streets or on any lots within the 
city limits of the bombs referred to, and it 
should hardly be necessary to ask the po­ 
lice to enforce the law. 
The small boy 
and the enthusiastic adult can explode 
their patriotic exuberance with less dan­ 
gerous agencies. 
W hat 
San Francisco, 
New York and Chicago and nearly all 
Eastern cities have found it necessary to 
prohibit we can afford also to interdict. 
Sacramento should not incur the risk of 
having the fine 
procession of 
to-day 
broken up by augmenting the liability of 
the Fire Department to be called from 
the line, nor should we encourage the risk 
of disastrous runaways by teams by per­ 
mitting the explosion of fireworks of any 
kind along the line of march, or at any 
time in front of horses. 
Some strictness 
in enforcing the law in these respects may 
save the city a great deal of expense, will 
reduce the liability of fires and really 
much contribute to the general enjoyment 
of the celebration.

SCHOOL PATRIOTISM. 
yesterday : 
Peregoy and Hyer, defendants and ap­ 
pellants, vs. Jam es Sellick, plaintiff and 
respondent. Before giviDg the opinion, 
the Supreme Court says : “The record and 
the brief of the appellants iu this case bear 
the above title, which, in view of the long- 
settled practice of the Court, not to transpose 
the names of the parties when the defend­ 
ant appeals, is confusing, if not positively 
misleading. W e take the occasion to ex­ 
press a hope that we may receive no more 
records or briefs entitled in this way.” 
Sellick, the plaintiff, owned lands border­ 
ing on a natural stream in Lassen county. 
He went above his land—on land of the 
Government—put a dam in the stream, 
and, by means of a ditch of sufficient ca­ 
pacity heading above the dam, diverted all 
the water of the stream, which he con­ 
ducted to the high parts of his own land, 
and continued to use this to irrigate crops 
of grass, etc., and for domestic purposes. 
Subsequent to this appropriation by plain­ 
tiff, the defendants 
acquired from the 
Government 
lands 
bordering 
on 
the 
stream above plaintiff's dam, and com­ 
menced directing water from the stream 
by means of ditches for the irrigation of 
their crops. The plaintiff thereupon com­ 
menced this action to quiet his title to the 
full flow of ihe stream down to the head of 
his ditch. In his complaint he alleges his 
ownership of the land and appropriation of 
water for beneficial uses. 
The prayer of the com plaint is that de­ 
fendants be required to set forth their 
claim and that plaintiff have judgm ent. 
To this complaint the defendants inter­ 
posed a general demurrer, which was over­ 
ruled, whereupon they answered, denying 
plaintiff’s appropriation and setting up 
their riparian rights rnd use of the water 
diverted by them for irrigation of their 
crops. 
The case was tried by Ihe Court upon 
these issues. Findings, conclusions and 
judgm ent were made and given in favor of 
tbe plaintiff, from w hich the defendant 
appeaD. 
The judgm ent is affirmed. 
OF THE SAME SOKT. 
B. P. Peregoy. defendant and appellant, 
vs. Jacob McKissick, plaintiff 
and re­ 
spondent. There is the same fault in the 
entitling of this appeal as noticed iu the 
above one. It should be entitled McKissick 
vs. Peregoy. This is ari appeal from a 
judgm ent enjoining the defendant from in- 
rtering w uh a head dam by means of 
which the plaintiff diverts water from a 
stream (tbe same as referred to in the above 
opinion), which flows in its natural course 
through the defendant’s lands. This head 
dam and connecting ditch were constructed 
by plaintiff on the land now owned by de­ 
fendant while the title thereto rem ained in 
the Government, and they have been used 
to divert the water of the stream to lands 
belonging to the plaintiff. The defendant, 
owning land b rdering on the stream be­ 
low plaintiff’s dam, and needing the water 
for irrigation, has several times removed 
portions of the dam, so as to cause the 
water to flow down to his own ditcher, 
and claims the right to do so. But 
t is not found that plaintiff will be 
actually 
damaged 
by 
ihe 
acts done 
and threatened 
by the 
defendant ex­ 
cept 
nom inally. 
It is found that the 
water is useful and necessary for the irriga­ 
tion of plaintiff’s land, and'that he has di­ 
verted it for that purpose; but it is not found 
that he has ever used it for that purpose, or 
that he has ever raised or attem pted to 
raise any sort of crops on his land. For 
aught that appears, he has sim ply turned 
the water out of the stream and allowed it 
to run to waste; and when defendant 
turned it back into its natural channel 
through his land (where he did use it for 
beneficial purposes), it does not appear that 
plaintiff was at all damaged. Tiie findings 
shows he was not damaged. Under such 
circumstances a party claiming as an ap- 
propriator has no right to an injunction 
against a riparian proprietor, and the judg­ 
m ent of tbe lower 
Court is theiefore 
erroneous. For the reason above specified 
the judgm ent is reversed and the cause re­ 
manded.

JUNE WEATHER. 


S u m m a r y o f th e W e a th e r C o n d itio n s on 
tin* C o a st D a r in g J u n e . 
The Signal Service Division of the Pa­ 
cific coast, in its meteorological report for 
the past m onth, says that but one well- 
m arked storm appeared upon the Pacific 
coast in Ju n e ; this was central in W ash­ 
ington Territory on the 27th and 28 h, the 
accompanying rain area extending as far 
south as San Francisco. 
This storm was 
accompanied by high winds o ff the coast of 
Oregon and W ashington Territory. 
Rain fell in Oregon and W ashington 
Territory on the 26th. 27th. 28ih and 29th, 
and in Northern California on the 27th. 
Light showers 
occnrred in portions of 
Southern California on the 4th. 
The mean tem perature for the m onth 
was decidedly higher than usual, except 
along the coast of California, where the 
departures fr m the norm al were sm all. 
The rainfall for the month was below 
the norm al rainfall for June, except in 
W ashington 
Territory and portions of 
N orthern California, where it was about 
norm al.

PABLIAMENTARY USAGES IGNORED BY 
ANGRY SUPERVISORS. 


A Koad Overseer*» Iteport tliat Causes a 
Ilrecze anil A lm ost Leads to a 
Supervisorial Riot. 


There was a rather animated scene at the 
afternoon session of the Board of Super­ 
visors yesterday. The report of a certain 
Road Overseer was before the Board, and 
Supervisor Bates asked to have it read. It 
seems that it has not been the custom of 
the Board to have such reports formally 
read in open Board, but to submit them to 
the proper committee, who passed upon 
them. And in this case Supervisor Ross 
could not see why an exception should be 
made, so he objected. 
Chairman Tebbets said that if a member 
asked for the reading of a document then 
before the Board it was proper to have it 
done. 
Ross moved to amend by including all 
the reports of Overseers for the past twelve 
months. 
The Chairman ruled him out of order, 
and directed Clerk Rhoads to read the doc­ 
ument, as there was nothing to amend. 
Ross again got upon his feet and ob­ 
jected, and undertook to make an argu­ 
ment on the subject, when he was again 
called to order and told be might, it he 
wished, appeal from the decision of the 
Chair. 
But this did not suit the gentleman from 
the country. He wanted the year’s reports 
included In Bates’ request for the reading, 
and Bates wouldn’t have it so. 
The latter remarked that the custom had 
been for Mr. Ross to examine these reports 
himself and then lock them up, or some­ 
thing to that effect. 
This made the venerable member from 
the Fifth quite “hot.” 
All parliamentary 
rules were ignored, and he continued— 
despite the order of Chairman Tebbets to 
take his seat — to discuss the matter, 
although there was no motion before the 
Board. 
Then the Chairman got his dander up, 
and told Ross that he was taking a mean 
advantage ot the Chair, as the latter had no 
power to impose tines on members who re­ 
fused to obey parliamentary rules and treat 
the presiding officer with contempt. 
Still Ross refused to be suppressed, and 
losing his temper, declared — while he 
looked straight at Bates—that anybody 
who said or intimated that he (Ross) had 
ever tried to suppress the contents of any 
report was a d—d liar, he didn’t care who 
he was. 
Bates said he, for one, had not asserted 
anything of the kind. 
Chairman Tebbets turned red, white and 
blue in succession, with rage, and would 
have made a splendid figure-head just then 
for a Fourth of July procession. 
But, like the babbling brook, that “still 
Hows on forever,” the irate member from 
the Filth would not be suppressed, but 
continued to apply the title of “liar” freely 
t* anybody that had any insinuations to 
make against him. 
Among others who had been attracted 
to the room by the unusually animated 
style of the debate in progress was Under­ 
Sheriff Coons, who occupied a seat outside 
the twenty-four foot ring that inclosed the 
belligerent Supervisors, and complacently 
enjoyed the fun. Spying him, Chairman 
Tebbets called upon him to suppress the 
obstreperous orator, but Mr. Coons did not 
move. 
Then the Chairman fairly boiled over 
with rage, and asked, for Heaven’s sake, if 
somebody would not move an adjourn­ 
ment. For a moment it looked as if this 
would not be done, and a newspaper re­ 
porter present was about to help the Board 
out by making the dtsired motion, when 
Supervisor Greer concluded to do so, and 
Black seconded it. 
“ Moved aud seconded that a recess be 
taken till to-morrow morning at 10 
o’clock!’’ roared the Chairman, for the 
moment drowning the voice of Ross, and 
the members jumped to their feet to light 
out, when the Clerk suggested that “ to­ 
morrow would be the Fourth of July.” 
“ That's so,” said the Chairman, as he 
moved out toward the door. “ Then the 
Board takes a recess till Friday at 10 
o’clock !” and he made a desperate attack 
upon the tank of ice-water. 
But this did not quite cool him off, for 
he began to lecture the Under-Sheriff lor 
not having obeyed the call to take Super­ 
visor Ross off to the adjoining dungeon. 
Coons replied that he had no authority to 
interfere, except in case of a tight, and he 
saw no likelihood of a “ scrap ” taking 
place. 
The reading of the troublesome report 
goes over as unfinished business, and, 
under parliamentary rules, should come 
up on Friday morning, when the Board 
meets again. 
POLICE COURT. 
1’ugilist Charley Gannon Convicted of 
Haltering His Wife. 
In the Police Court yesterday, before 
Judge Devine, Frank Swanson, charged 
with vagrancy .asked for a continuance,and 
his case was set for Friday. 
George Williams was found guilty of 
petit larceny, in stealing a pair of pants 
from W. M. Petrie’s clothing store. He 
was sent to jail for thirty days. 
William U'Brien, charged with peddling 
without a license, was discharged, as it was 
proven that he manufactured here in Sac­ 
ramento the article which he sold. 
Hi. Rand, Tom King and Charles Hogan 
will miss the procession to day. They 
\V( re unforturia’e enough while intoxicated 
to show themselves to the police, and were 
promptly jailed. The first two named will 
sojourn in the City Prion for five days each, 
while Hogan will spend ten days. 
Thomas Hays, who has been an intoler­ 
able nuisance to the police for several 
months, and who has been arrested several 
times for vagrancy, was at last found guilty 
of being a “vag,” and a sentence of sixty 
days in the County Jail was imposed. The 
committment was withheld, however, in 
order to give him an opportunity to leave 
town. 
The charge against Mrs. Taylor, of keep­ 
ing a disorderly house, was dismissed. 
Charles Gar.non was found guilty of bat­ 
tery com m itted upon his wife, and sentence 
w ill be im posed upon him to morrow. 
William Gannon was acquitted of the 
charge of vagrancy.

How the National Anniversary W ill be 
Celebrated in Sacram ento. 
To-day the one hundredth and thirteenth 
anniversary of *he Declaration of National 
Independence will be honored in this city 
by a celebration that is expected to equal, 
in point of splendor and general interest, 
that of any previous affair of the kind_ 
The citizens have been liberal in contribut­ 
ing money to meet the expenses of the oc­ 
casion, and the preparation of the pro­ 
gramme of exercises has been in the hands 
of intelligent and wideawake committees. 
The day will be ushered in by the usual 
salute of thirteen guns, and the same num­ 
ber will be tired at noon axil sunset, under 
the supervision of Captain John Cook.

Tom Ilavis and John C onnie’s Experi­ 
ence—Sheriff M cM ulliu M akes an 
Im portant Arrest. 


About noon yesterday Thomas Davis, a 
foreman of the Curtis ranch, near Arcade, 
was about starting for home with some 
groceries, etc., when he met a gentleman 
named John Cownie, a recent arrival from 
Iowa, whom he invited to ride out with 
him and see for himself how California 
farming is done. The gentleman accepted 
the invitation, and they started for the 
ranch. They had gone about forty rods 
beyond the saloon on the north side of the 
American river, and had just entered the 
narrow roadway between the long bridge 
(not at present in use), and the heavy tim­ 
ber and undergrowth of the river bottom, 
when a man stepped suddenly out of the 
brush, and leveling a pistol at Davis or­ 
dered him to halt, which he did. 
The robber had a colored handkerchief 
over his face, with holes cut for the eyes, 
aud wore a loose overshirt that came down 
below his thighs. He told the men in the 
baggy to fork over their money, and to be 
quick about it, that he “ meaiit business.” 
Davis and Cownie each threw his silver out 
upon the ground at the fellow's feet, and 
the former was so excited that he also 
threw out his pocketknife, postoffice key 
and tobacco. They were then told to 
throw down their watches, and Davis 
promptly complied. Cownie not showing 
a disposition to part with his “ ticker,” the 
pistol was leveled at him and the man be­ 
hind it began to “ monkey” with the trig­ 
ger, at the same time telling Cownie that 
if the latter didn't drop his watch he would 
blow his brains out. Cownie parted with 
the article. 
After the robber had got all the money 
and valuables the meu had he ordered 
them to go ahead, which was all that was 
left for them to dc, although there was 
probably a dozen men at the saloon a few 
rods to the rear. They drove toward the 
Haggin residence, a couple of miles beyond, 
while their despoiler disappeared in the 
thicket. As they drove aloug, Davis re­ 
marked to his lriend that he must have 
known the robber somewhere—he was 
sure he knew that voice. It could belong 
to no other person than George Nelson, a 
painter, who had worked at the Curtis 
ranch, on the lower Stockton road, near 
Sacramento. 
He (Davis) had occupied 
there the same room and t’ue same bed 
with him, and he would take his oath on a 
stack of Bibles that it was George Nelson 
that had robbed him. He did not know in 
tvhat part of the State Nelson was, but if 
anywhere in this locality he was the man. 
Davis was so positive of this that he re­ 
peated it to persons at the Haggin ranch, 
on reaching which place he telephoned to 
Sheriff McMulltn the facts of the robbery. 
Securing the services of a Constable Fred. 
Gotobed, Davis aud Cownie returned to 
the saloon at the bridge, and the former 
asked the proprietor if there was a man 
anywhere in that vicinity, or known to 
him, by the name of George Nelson. 
“Why, yes;” was the reply, "I know 
him. He was here an hour or so ago, and 
wanted something to drink, but had no 
111 ney. He must have gone over to the 
dairy, a few hundred yards away.” 
This news convinced Davis that Nelson 
was the robber, and as soon as Sheriff Me- 
Mullin and Deputies Beck ley and Coggs- 
W’ell arrived the officers went to the dairy, 
and there found the man they wanted. 
He was in the act of pumping some water 
to take to the house when arrested. He 
said he had cooked the dinner there for 
the men that day, but the latter denied it 
and said that he was not there at dinner­ 
time, but was preparing, when arrested 
(about 2:30 p . m .), to cook theevening meal. 
At the saloon it was learned that Nelson 
reached there on his way from the city 
about 1 o’clock and left his coat and vest 
there when he went to the dairy. Both 
Davis and Cownie were confident that he 
was the man who robbed them, and he was 
brought to the city and jailed. If the guilty 
party, he has concealed his plunder, as 
none of it was found on him. Still, the 
fact that Davis was satisfied he knew the 
voice of the man who held him up ; that 
Nelson was found In the vicinity, and that 
his whereabouts at the hour the robbery 
occurred have not been accounted for, 
makes it look very suspicious for him. 
The officers, however, have not relin­ 
quished their vigilance. There is at least 
one other person under suspicion of having 
been implicated in the robbery, and he is 
being shadowed. He was at the saloon on 
this side of the river shortly before the 
robbery, on his way out to the country, 
and had to borrow five cents to complete 
the price of a bottle of beer. But an hour 
or so after the robbery he emerged from 
the brush, came to the saloon, paid the 
party from whom he borrowed the money, 
and treated all those present. Whoever 
did the business, it was cleverly accom­ 
plished, and that, too, almost within speak­ 
ing distance of a squad of farmers and 
others resting at the wayside inn.
